Long Conflict In Europe. 


"Xo bellleerent has shown more re- 


sourcefulness than tbe Italian In de- 
vising novel mentis of offense and de- 
fense," says * writer In Wide World 
Magazine. 
"The Italian army was 


the nnly one to enter the war with 
a trench helmet and a steel chest-pro- 
tector, and It is now provided with a 
more efficient body shield than I* pos- 
sessed by any other of the warring n*>l 
tlons. Early In the war tt was dis- 
covered by the Italians that many HTM 
could be sared In skirmishing at close 
quarters If the soldiers carried or 
pushed bags of sand In front of theia, 
and the present body shield has been 
an outgrowth of that Idea. They are 
mide In the one-man and two-man 
type. The former are worn by Infan- 
try advancing In the open, attached to 
the shoulders by n pair of light steel 
Arras, and are long enough to protect 
the bead and vital organs ot a rain 
standing erect T.ylng at fall length, 
or erai crouching.
